OXFORD CIRCUS SCENE OF UN- 
USUAL HAVOC FROM 
VIOLENT WINDS 


London, Oct. 23.—Unroofed build- 
ings, shattered glass and fallen 
masonry today marked the path of 
a miriature tornado which swept 
London last night with a violence 
rarely experienced in London, It had 
been raining steadily and was 
cloudy, but fairly calm when people 
were startled by a sudden roar and 
whirled helplessly around amid 
crashing glass and falling stones, 
tiles and bricks. 

Oxford Circus and the neighboring 
streets were the centre of the storm’s 
violence. In that neighborhood, 
parts of the roofs of several build- 
ings were ripped off. Plate glass 
windows of the big shops were blown 
in. Goods and dressmakers’ models, 
displayed in windows were whisked 
out into the street by the wind. 

Passing busses rocked like ships 
on a stormy sea to the terror of 
passengers. Two of these huge autos 
were stopped and driven backwards 
by the force of the wind. 

The wind lifted off a part of the 
roof of the labor exchange and 
dropped it into the street, which 
fortunately, had been almost emptied 
of people previously by the heavy 
rain, The glass dome of the college 
of music crashed to the alarm of the 
forty pupils who escaped injury. 
Signs hanging over the streets were 
torn off by the hundreds. 

Having expended most of its fury 
in the Oxford cireus neighborhood, 
the storm swept northward, smash- 
ing windows, hurling down signs and 
tiles over a path 200 yards wide. 

Only two persons were injured. 
This small casualty list was attrib- 
uted to the rain which had cleared 
the streets before the storm broke 
in all its fury.

ALBERTA CROP YIELD NOT UP 


TO THE EARLIER PREDIC- 
TIONS — DEPT. OF AGRICUL- 
TURE REPORT INDICATES 
MARKED DECREASE IN YIELD 


Edmonton, Oct, 20.—Reports re- 
ceived by the department of agricul- 
ture for the fortnightly crop state- 
ment of the scason, show the Al- 
berta crop for 1928 is showing a 
very marked decrease in yield and 
reduction in grade as compared with 
the estimates made some weeks ago. 
Official reports to the department 
in all parts of the province show 
that the wheat crop will average 
approximately 20 bushels to the acre 
and they emphasize the fact that 
the injury to both the yield and 
quality of the crop from frost is 
more serious than was apparent 
from earlier reports. The experience 
of previous years is that subsequent 
returns will slightly reduce rather 
than increase the first figures as 
these represent a large proportion 
of grain from summerfallow. From a 
wheat acreage of 6,707,526 acres as 
shown 
estimates and on the basis of the 
average yield shown in thresher re- 
turns. Alberta’s wheat crop will total 
134,150,520 bushels. It is also ap- 
parent that as a result of the re- 
duction in gradea considerable per- 
centage of this year’s wheat will be 
retained for feed rather than shipped 
to market. 

This conclusion as to the probable 
average yield over the entire prov- 
inee is borne out by information 
secured on Friday from the regular 
correspondents of the department 
and from other equally reliable 
sources. While the yield for the 
present season is somewhat disap- 
pointing, showing as it does a drop 
of some seven bushels per acre as 
compared with last year’s phenom- 
enal returns, it may be pointed out 
that the 1928 yield is still two 
bushels per acre in excess of the 
average for the past ten years. 

The situation with regard to the 
wheat crop applies to the coarse 
grains to almost the same extent. 
Oats throughout the province will 
average from 30 to 35 bushels per 
acre, barley from 20 to 25 and rye 
from 15 to 18 bushels.

25 per cent. from the estimates of 
the yield made in August, the value

This reduction in quality 
is also virtually the same in the case 
of oats and much apprehension is 
felt as to the seed supply for next 
year’s crop. 

In the Peace River country while 
the yield is lower than expected, the 
quality of the grain is somewhat bet- 
ter than the average for the proy- 
ince, 

In the southeastern section of the 
province both yield and quality of 
grain have been less seriously re- 
duced than in other sections, al- 
though completion of threshing has 
been delayed by broken weather dur- 
ing the last week.

The best foods to eat are green 
vegetables, fruit of all kinds, in- 
cluding oranges, lemons, and apples, 
eggs, milk, butter, fish, and whole- 
meal bread. In winter the daily diet 
should include fat in some form or 
another, Diet experts agree that 
meat is not a necessity. Fish is a 
good and sufficient substitute. 

With the first chill winds of 
autumn many women insist on heap- 
ing on extra clothes, but this is not 
the best way to avoid that shivery 
feeling. The clothing both for sum- 
mer and winter should be sufficient- 
ly porous to enable free action of the 
skin to take place. Fifty years ago 
it was customary to wear six or 
seven-under garments, three or four 
of which were composed of flannel. 
To-day our clothing is much lighter 
and scantier, and everyone agrees 
that we are the healthier for it. The 
best plan is to wear light under- 
clothing, and don heavier outer cloth- 
ing when the weather is cold. 

So that the skin can play its part 
in the right way, it is necessary to 
wash frequently. If the pores are 
allowed to get clogged up with dirt 
or prespiration little pimples will re- 
sult, To avoid this, wash thoroughly 
first with warm water, and then 
rinse liberally with cold. It is not 
too often to bath every day, but hot 
baths should be taken just before 
going to bed.

INSURGENTS AND TROOPS IN 
BATTLE IN MEXICO 


Mexico City, Oct. 23.—Excelsior 
today printed a dispatch from 
Guadalajara saying that thirty in 
surgents, including two chieftains 
and one army officer and eight sol- 
diers had been killed and two sol 
diers fatally wounded in a 13-how 
combat at Autlan, state of Jalisco. 

Federal Captain Ramos was noti 
fied that a group of men were com- 
mitting robberies in the outskirts 
of the town and ordered 20 soldiers 
to round them up. The small de- 
tachment arrived at the scene of 
the robberies and was suddenly at 
tacked by 300 insurgents. 

The soldiers fought gallantly un- 
til the commanding officer and 
eight of them were killed and two 
others fatally wounded. 

The insurgents then attacked the 
town. The battle raged for 13 hours 
until the insurgents were forced to 
withdraw, abandoning, thirty dead. 

Other dispatches today said that 
six insurgents and three soldiers 
were killed in another battle at 
Huspala.

Proves Airship Practicable 


Zeppelin’s Flight Shows It Superior 
| To 'Plane For Ocean Crossing 
Says Expert 

Captain Walter Bruns, noted avia-| 
tion and Zeppelin expert, is of the 
jopinion that the voyage of the Graf 
Zeppelin from Germany to the Unit- 
ed States, has conclusively demno- | 
strated the practicability of the air-| 
ship for trans-ocean communication. 
| “Such a collection of bad weather 
as the Graf Zeppelin encountere@,” | 
he said, “of course is not an every-| 
day occurrence. In normal weather, 
the Zeppelin should span the ocean 
| easily, 

| “From an expert viewpoint, it 
would be an interesting thing to have 
the worst weather imaginable, for it 
| proved that the airship can do what 
| the aeroplane cannot possibly do, go 
|a long distance out of the way of & 
storm; or, if caught in it, merely 
drift until it blows over, The Grat 
Zeppelin was delayed in its arrival 
longer than expected. But what of 
it? Why apply different standards to 
an airship than to an ocean vessel. 
The big greyhounds recently have 
been from 23 to 36 hours late. Yet

Although the invention by no 
means fully developed, Mr. Clayton 
has already conducted some satisfac- 
tory experiments at sea off the 
coast of British Columbia. The in- 
strument, carried on board a saivage 
steamer, the presence of 
some iron wreckage well below the 
surface of the water. Wither ear- 
phones or a loud speaker can be used
